In Debt Nearly $50,000 W hen He 


Took Office. 


New York, Aug, 9.—Governor Wil­ 
liam Stilzer's speculations in the New 
York stock m arket came out in the 
open before the joint legislative in 
vestigating committee. 
Tho testimony of brokers and their 
employes showed the governor was a 
heavy loser anti indicated that while 
he had a $20,Oho debit against bim 
with one exchange firm he used cam 
paigh contributions to speculate with 
another broker. 
A (Jerk for a stock exchange house 
identified 
mysterious 
'‘account 
No. 
500” as Sulzer’s, and a member of an­ 
other firm. Melville F u lle r not only 
admitted that Bulter had w-en a cus­ 
tomer with a debit account running to 
nearly $50,oho, but added that he was 
testifying with “lips unsealed' at the 
governor's suggestion. 
The clerk who testified said he had 
been told that “account No. BOO” was 
the governor’s by his employer, who 
added that he was “proud to have the 
governor’s account.” 
Further testimony was adduced and 
a list of Checks introduced, tending to 
show that part of the speculation was 
carried on with funds contributed to 
Sulzer’s gubernatorial campaign. None 
of these cheek* were reported in the 
governor's sworn statem ent of cam­ 
paign contributions. This, according to 
counsel for the committee, constitutes 
violation of the corrupt practices act. 
conviction of which would mean auto­ 
matic disbarment from holding any 
public office. 
The testimony showed that on Jan 
I, 1012, Sulzer was in debt nearly $50,- 
OOO to Fuller & Gray, and that after 
repeated t ails for margin the debt. re

Fcphthal, the governor** naval reserve 
aid*, who is a banker in Wall street. 
With this debt against him th* gov­

Lyman A. Spalding, a lawyer, tes­ 
tified that he contributed $100 to the 
governor’s (anipalgn fund and pro

check bore the words “Pay to the or- 
1 d**r of the M anhattan company, Boyer,

President's Envoy to Carry Out H is 


instructions Despite Threats of M ex­ 


ican Officials. 


Washington, Aug. 9.—Notwithstand­ 
ing the hostile attitude of the Huerta 
government 
toward the mission of 
John Lind, personal representative of 
President Wilson, the administration 
here intends to follow out its program 
of peace toward Mexico to the letter. 
It hopes to gain the support of public 
opinion throughout the world by mak­ 
ing know n each step in its plans to the 
foreign governments. 
As soon as Lind advises the state 
departm ent of his arrival in Mexico 
City there 
trill be made 
public in 
W ashington and in the Mexican capi­ 
tal Bi mu It a neon sly the proposal which 
♦ he United States offers as marking 
the pathway of pence. The proposals 
will be transm ited, as a m atter of in­ 
formation, to the diplomatic corps in 
Washington for the other governments 
of the world. 
W hat tho proposals contain has not 
bern disclosed, but administration of­ 
ficials are relying on the moral force 
of public opinion throughout the world 
to support the effort to persuade the 
contending factions to come to an un 
(lerstandlng. 
Secretary of State Bryan and Sec 
rotary of ti 1 Navy Daniels talked the 
situation over with President Wilson, 
and it was said no change In plans 
wras contemplated. This means that 
Lind will proceed at once to Mexico 
City, unless prevented by the Mexican 
authorities. 
Tho situation was brought to a cli 
plomntlc crisis by the receipt of the 
formal announcement of the Huerta 
government that the presence of Lind 
in Mexico without bringing recogni­ 
tion of H uerta would “not be desir­ 
able.'* 
After a conference with President 
Wilson at tile White House Secretary 
of State Bryan announced that he had 
received the message 
from 
Manuel 
Garza Adalpe, acting minister of for­ 
eign affairs of Mexico. 
I arter Bryan issued the following 
statem ent: 
“The statem ent of the Mexiean%for 
eign office was Touted on mlsrepres**n 
tation for which this government is 
not responsible. In s* ndiug Governor 
Lind as adviser to the embassy the 
president is entirely within his right, 
and this dejiartment will not assume 
that his going will be regarded as un 
friendly when the character of his mis­ 
sion is understood.’* 
Bryan declined to say what the na 
titre of the American governm ent’s 
reply, if any were sent to the Adalpe 
note, would be. 
Should Huerta then deem It !»est to 
expel Lind from Mexico, the United 
Sfatos might be forced to take drastic 
measures, but it apparently is hoped 
at the state departm ent that this un­ 
desirable alternative will be avoided 
by a (bange of front on the part of the 
Mexican president after he receives 
Lind's message from President Wil­ 
son. 
Humors of untl-Ameriean uprisings, 
both at Vera Crux and Mexico City, 
have had little effect at the White 
House. 
Humors also that the bathe 
.ship New Hampshire might be in dan­ 
ger on entering the harbor of Vera 
Crux also had no effect on the policy 
announced by the president.

Atlantic City, N. J., Aug. 9.—While 
a crowd looked on without making the 
least effort to rescue them, Miss Edith 
Hockey, aged 
twenty-one 
years, of 
Quarryville, Pa., a town twelve miler 
outside of 
l-ancaster, and 
William 
Lewis, of Washington, were drowned 
off States avenue while bathing in the 
ocean before the guards went on duty. 
It remained Tor a colored man, who 
came on the scene Just before-the girl 
sank out of sight, to risk his life in a 
vain effort to gave her, 
This hero, Rufus Bradley, is in the 
City hospital recovering from the cf 
fe d s of his brave effort to save the 
girl. 
His condition is serious arid he 
has only a fighting chance tor recur 
ery. 
Both bodies were recovered several 
hours later. 
Strenuous efforts were 
made to resuscitate the victims by 
mechanical means, hut these failed. 
The tragedy was enacted before th* 
eyes of 500 people, who congregated 
on the beach and boardwalk when the 
girl's screams suddenly pierced the 
air. There was not one in the crowd 
with the nerve to attack the high 
seas and go to the rescue of the girl 
The throng stood as if awed by her 
death struggle, but none endeavored 
to man the beach lifeboat, that lay on 
the Hand right at States avenue. 
The waves rolled her over and over. 
When she had been carried beyond 
the first lipe of breakers the young 
woman seemed temporarily to recover 
herse’f. 
Then (ame her st reams for 
help that attracted the crowd. 
Rufus Bradley was one of the last 
to reach the scene before the girl 
went out of bight. 
He 
came 
down 
from the upper boardwalk and was in 
the water within a minute after he 
had seen the girl's predicament. 
Without 
removing 
ids 
clothing 
Bradley plunged into the combers and 
tried to fight his way to the drowning 
further. She bad been carried 200 feet 
i from the shore by this time, and it 
was soon seen that Bradley s bravery 
was futile. 
He could not combat the 
strength of the current and seas.
